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NEW FEARS FOR 
FUTURE OF UNIT

FREQUENT temporary clo¬ 
sures of Oswestry’s maternity 
unit could lead to its ultimate 
demise as women opt to give 
birth across the Welsh border, 
campaigners have warned. 

Campaigner Liz Grayston says 
mothers-to-be are already choosing to 
have babies at Wrexham Maelor Hos¬ 
pital because of recent closures of the 
Oswestry unit. 

She said: “They want to ensure they know 
where they will be giving birth and, at the 
moment, there is too much uncertainty over 
whether Oswestry is going to be open.” 

Oswestry, Bridgnorth and Ludlow mater¬ 
nity units have all been temporarily closed re¬ 
cently with the latest suspension of services at 
Oswestry taking place this week. Bosses say the 
suspension of services is due to a shortage of 
staff and on-going staff sickness. 

A mother of four young children, Mrs Gray¬ 
ston founded the Save Oswestry Maternity 
Unit. The campaign wants to stop the down¬ 
grading of Oswestry to an on-call unit where 
the ward would be closed overnight but opened 
by a midwife if contacted by a woman in labour. 

Closing 

She said: “Closing the unit at night would 
mean that new mothers could no longer stay in 
Oswestry for rest and recuperation as they have 
been able to do. We recently put out a survey 
and had 560 responses. No less than 80 per cent 
of people said that in-patient, post natal care is 
very important with 13 per cent saying it was 
quite important. Those are incredible figures 
and show than women want to stay in the unit 
after having their babies.” 

However, Sarah Jamieson, head of midwifery 
at Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital NHS Trust, 
said this week the on-call proposal was to put a 
stop to the temporary closures. 

She said: “We are exploring the viability of 
adapting our current model of care to provide 
an on-call model to staff on demand rather than 
staffing buildings where there may be no activ¬ 
ity. It is our opinion, and one supported by many, 
that this option would be preferable to suspend¬ 
ing services; however, this is currently our only 
option in order to ensure safety. 

“It is important to stress that no final decision 
has been taken on this proposal, which would be 
an interim response to the on-going issues we 
are facing in terms of demand and staff avail¬ 
ability.” 

Meanwhile, newly re-elected North Shrop¬ 
shire MP Owen Paterson said health would 
continue to be one of his top priorities and this 
week gave his backing to the Oswestry mater¬ 
nity unit. 

Mr Paterson, who retained his seat at the 
General Election last week, said: “I want mater¬ 
nity services for low-risk births at the Oswestry 
Maternity Unit to continue.”

“We’ve got rose bushes and lots of wonder¬ 


ful shrubs and the whole thing is so colourful. 

“It is a pleasure for us to sit outside and 
enjoy the gardens now.” 

Mrs Richards said that other residents also 
bought flowers and many of them also did 
their own gardens. 

She said: “They attract the birds and the 
wildlife. 

“One lady feeds the birds and that brings 
them into our garden. 

“It is good to think that at our age we can 
be involved in doing things and making a dif¬ 
ference ourselves.”

Show could be in 
jeopardy because of 
costs and setbacks 

THE future of Welshpool’s Bob Jones 
Memorial Air Show could soon hang in 
the balance because of rising costs and 
a number of last-minute setbacks, it has 
been claimed. 

Setbacks this year included one of the 
top attractions, the De Havilland Sea 
Vixen, not making the show because it 
had been damaged in a crash a fortnight 
earlier. 

Windy conditions also meant parachut¬ 
ists were unable to perform. 

Despite attracting more than 10,000 
spectators in the past, this year’s event, 
which took place on Sunday, saw about 
2,500 visitors pass through the gates. 

Welshpool county councillor Graham 
Breeze said: “Many air shows across the 
country have been scrapped because of 
health and safety and rising insurance 
costs and members of Welshpool Town 
Council will soon be asked if they wish 
to continue taking the risk of backing the 
event.” 

Town clerk and one of the event organ¬ 
isers Robert Robinson refused to confirm 
or deny whether the event’s future was 
in any doubt. 

He said: “Events like this are extremely 
difficult to organise. For an event organ¬ 
iser there is a tremendous amount of 
responsibility, as you have to factor in 
health and safety, and the weather on the 
day.”

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MPs spell out priorities 
after their election success

THE MPs re-elected to serve the 
Oswestry and Welshpool areas 
have outlined their top priorities. 

Owen Paterson retained his seat in 
North Shropshire and Glyn Davies 
retained his Montgomeryshire seat in 
last week’s General Election. 

Both politicians have outlined their pri¬ 
orities with health being a key issue, es¬ 
pecially the Future Fit project which will 
see the reorganisation of health services in 
Shropshire. 

The Future Fit programme has been hit 
with frequent problems and delays and 
both MPs said it was time to make pro¬ 
gress. Asked about his priorities Mr Pat¬ 
erson said: “They are communications, so 
that is roads, rail, broadband and mobile 
telephones. 

“Roads mean continuing my long stand¬ 
ing campaign, going back to 1997, to get 
the A5 dualled, and to continue to pursue 
the Pant/Llanymynech bypass. With rail 
there are two main priorities, and they are 
to make sure the West Coast Mainline fran¬ 
chisee delivers an extension of the London 
to Shrewsbury service to Gobowen, Wrex¬ 
ham, and Chester. The other is the Welsh 
franchise, we must deliver cleaner, faster, 
and more reliable services. I will continue 
to chair Oswestry Health Group meetings 
which came out of a huge campaign to keep 
maternity at the orthopaedic hospital. All 
low risk births should be as close to home 
as possible. On Future Fit I am a big sup¬ 
porter, it has just taken far too long, cost 
far too much money, and a decision needs 
to be taken. I am a strong supporter of 
establishing an emergency centre which 
would bring services back into Shropshire 
- real specialist skills. I also want to see 
urgent care centres built on existing facili¬ 
ties in Oswestry and Whitchurch. Brexit is 
very important. 17.4 million people voted 
to leave.” 

Mr Davies said his focus now was the 
issues concerning his constituents, which 
include cross-border health and Brexit, 
which he said is an issue across the coun¬ 
try and for local livestock farmers. “The 
biggest concern in Montgomeryshire is the 
reorganisation of health services in Shrop¬ 
shire, this has to be resolved, it can’t be left 
any longer,” he said. “It’s a disgrace that 
it’s taken as long as it has. Unless it’s dealt 
with quickly now, people will die.”

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Paterson not 
worried about 
deal with dup 

NORTH Shropshire MP Owen Pat¬ 
erson, a former Secretary of State 
for Northern Ireland, has defended 
Theresa May’s move to work with the 
DUP to form a government. 

Mr Paterson said fears that working 
with MPs from the right-wing North¬ 
ern Ireland unionist party could lead 
to a back track on issues such as gay 
rights and abortion were unfounded. 

He said the two parties had much 
in common and there was no reason 
why talented politicians from North¬ 
ern Ireland should not “rise to the 
top” of UK politics following the Bel¬ 
fast agreement, as Republicans such 
as Gerry Adams had done in Ireland. 

Mr Paterson said many issues such 
as same sex marriage and the law on 
abortion were devolved matters an¬ 
yway so unlikely to be an issue for 
forming a UK government. 

He said in many cases the issues 
had already been debated and re¬ 
solved in each nation so any backtrack 
was unlikely, adding: “You might get 
a debate I suppose on further reduc¬ 
tion of abortion times as medical sci¬ 
ence advances.” The MP, a staunch 
supporter of Brexit, said the most 
pressing matter was the imminent 
negotiations with the EU. 

He said it was right for Theresa 
May to carry on as Prime Minister as 
“to have the chaos and uncertainty 
of a leadership contest would put the 
whole issue on hold”.

Police force in crisis, 
says former sergeant 


Brave Grace’s recovery continues

AN ex-police sergeant claims 
that the force is in crisis and cuts 
in officers on the streets are hav¬ 
ing serious consequences. 

Paul Herdman, a well-known officer in 
Mid Wales until he retired recently, said 
cuts to force strength have seriously un¬ 
dermined the service. 

He argues that more boots on the ground 
and community policing leads to good local 
intelligence and solving major crime. He is 
also worried that cuts mean police forces 
are losing connections with the community. 

Mr Herdman was in the Dyfed Powys Po¬ 
lice for 30 years. He was a sergeant, based 
in Welshpool, Newtown and Llanidloes. 

He claims that nationally and locally the 
number of officers have been halved since 
he began his career. 

“Now the police only has enough officers 
to respond rather than engage,” he said. 
“The police has lost its connection with the 
community and the cuts are having conse¬ 
quences. We needed to make changes, but 
the surgery has been far more drastic than 
was needed.” 

Now a teaching assistant in a special 
school, Mr Herdman said: “I am not scare- 
mongering when I say the police service is 
in crisis.” 

To mark leaving the police force, he 
wrote an open letter in which he outlines 
his fears for policing. 

He said: “I spent the last few years of my 
career as a Police Federation represent¬ 
ative, before retiring 18 months ago. The 
federation has been raising concerns about 
the impact of cuts on policing for seven 
years and we’ve been repeatedly ignored. 

“In the wake of the Manchester terror¬ 
ist attack, the federation bravely spoke up 
about the security impact of losing more 
than 20,000 staff in the past seven years. A 
fortnight ago news broke that we are set to 
lose a further 4,000 officers. 

“This recklessness cannot be sustained. 
Cuts not only have consequences, they 
have potentially serious consequences. Why 
would anyone, let alone the government of 
the day, gamble with the safety of men, 
women and children of this country? 

“As police officers, we run toward dan¬ 
ger while others run from it. It’s in the job 
description. The same is true of ambulance 
and fire crews, who I’ve watched get in¬ 
jured by aggressive patients and still rush 
to help.” 


GRACE Currie’s sense of humour 
and her smile are infectious - and 
remarkable after her fight for life. 

The 24-year-old was hit by a car 
while crossing a road in Baschurch 
in September 2010. For six weeks 
she was in a coma, her life, her 
parents say, hanging by a thread. 
Grace, from Bagley near Ellesmere, 
was to spend a year in hospital. 

The severe brain injuries she re¬ 
ceived means that her progression 
has amazed the doctors. Thanks 
to a package of care that included 
going back to education firstly at 
Derwen College near Oswestry and 
now Shrewsbury College, Grace is 


enjoying what other young people 
enjoy. She is just about to finish her 
art studies at the college and in Sep¬ 
tember will go to Chester University 
where she will study the final year 
of a degree in fine art at Chester 
University. 

“I am going to do it over three 
years - they have made a bespoke 
course for me,” she said. 

Although not solely about her 
brain injury, her most powerful 
work is that in which she describes 
through art, how her brain makes 
her feel. 

One large piece is a blown up pho¬ 
tograph of her in a coma in hospital 


with explosions of colour sparking 
from her head. 

“That’s just how I feel, like my 
brain is on fire all the time,” she 
said. As well as care and support 
at Derwen College, Grace has also 
been helped by experts at Oswestry 
Orthopaedic Hospital. She said: “I 
still have to wear a brace on my leg 
and have appointments at the Rob¬ 
ert Jones and Agnes Hunt Hospi¬ 
tal to try to sort my walking out.” 
Grace added: “I learnt to trampoline 
when I was at Derwen College and 
that was really good for my balance. 
It was a good stepping stone to get 
back into education.”

She said: “Thank you to every 
single one of Mark’s dear friends 
who have put the most heartfelt 
comments on his Facebook page. 
It’s been a comfort to read how 
loved my mad, funny, big hearted, 
kind, generous, stroppy, smiling 
darling boy is and how he touched 


everyone’s lives.” Friends of Mr 
Philpotts flooded his Facebook page 
with tributes to him. Dominic Van- 
ston posted: “All my love goes to 
you, wherever you are, and to your 
family, you lovely, generous lad.” 

Shirley Titley posted: “Still can’t 
believe it the day I was told you 
had left us.

Firm sets inflatable record

THE world’s largest inflatable building has 
been created by Oswestry company Lind¬ 
strand Technologies. 

Balloon adventurer Per Lindstrand is 
behind the company that has produced the 
hangar for Goodyear’s American airship 
base in California. 

Staff have been test inflating the enor¬ 
mous structure in fields just outside 
Oswestry. The hangar, which will house a 
Goodyear Zepplin at ‘Blimp City’, in Long 
Beach, California, has been constructed 
from 73 miles of polyester at the Lindstrand 
Technologies factory in Oswestry. 

It is nine storeys high and longer than an 
American football field. 

Mr Lindstrand said: “The building is 


107-metres long, 32-metres wide and 
25-metres high. If we laid the material out 
it would stretch from Oswestry to Chester 
and back.” Lindstrand Technologies pro¬ 
duces a wide range of inflatable structures 
such as hangars and shelters, storage and 
decontamination units, as well as bespoke 
buildings and permanent roofs. 

Mr Lindstrand added: “Air cell structures 
are advanced constructions made with two 
layers of material with fabric formers in be¬ 
tween. They are self-supporting by means 
of air fans with no need for foundations, 
hardware or guy wires. Air cell structures 
can be used in practically any environment 
and are ideally suited to both military and 
civilian applications.”

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Castle boss airs concerns 
about factory's extension

THE manager of a castle and tourist attraction has voiced his fears 
about the impact of the extension of a nearby factory. 

Shane Logan from Chirk Castle has criticised a decision by the planning in¬ 
spector, who has given the go-ahead for an extension to house a new melamine 
press at Kronospan, despite Wrexham Council originally refusing permission 
for the expansion. 

Factory bosses say the extension to house a new melamine press is needed to replace 
dated and inefficient machinery and represents a £20 million investment. But Mr Logan 
- said investment and job creation shouldn’t

Proposed 
unit will cut 
emissions 

A NEW woodchip plant at a factory will 
reduce noise and airborne emissions, the 
company has said. 

The Kronospan company has applied for 
planning permission to build a new wood 
chip preparation unit on its large site in 
Chirk. 

Residents in the town have complained 
for many years about dust from the factory. 

A planning statement submitted to Wr¬ 
exham County Borough Council says: “It is 
planned to install a latest generation, chip 
processing facility which would operate 
within a purpose-built, insulated building. 

“Apart from improving the quality of the 
raw materials going into the particleboard, 
a better facility would ensure that product 
quality is enhanced and the potential for 
off-site impact from noise and dust, result¬ 
ing from equipment breakdowns, would be 
significantly reduced. 

“The proposed wood dryer would also 
lead to efficiency and environmental im¬ 
provements through the installation of new 
technology. 

“The outcome of the proposed develop¬ 
ment would be a reduction of noise, dust 
and other fugitive airborne emissions from 
the manufacturing process.” 

The current unit would be demolished as 
part of the planning application. 

Kronospan employs 630 staff at its Chirk 
factory and says it indirectly supports more 
than 6,000 people in the UK through its op¬ 
erations. 


come at the expense of public health or 
nearby landscapes. 

He said: “We recognise the need for job 
creation and investment within our com¬ 
munities, but this must not be achieved at 
the expense of people’s health or the deg¬ 
radation of the associated landscape. Kro¬ 
nospan needs to seriously consider what 
environmental and corporate responsibility 
looks like for everyone. 

“The National Trust fully supports the 
opinion - also held by the Area of Out¬ 
standing Natural Beauty Joint Committee 
- that this has been done within the setting 
of the protected landscape which impacts 
the views not only of Chirk Castle and the 
Site of Special Scientific Interest but also 
the World Heritage Site, as well as the Cl- 
wydian Range and Dee Valley AONB. 

“To this end the submitted design access 
statement has also failed to recognise the 
relationship between the site and the asso¬ 
ciated natural and built heritage features 
which we all treasure.” 

“As an organisation we are also increas¬ 
ingly concerned about issues regarding air 
quality, noise and pollution that particu¬ 
larly affect our local residents, many of 
whom are also members of the National 
Trust.” Previously residents said they 
feared the new press will add to noise and 
dust issues they claim come from the fac¬ 
tory. 

Mike McKenna, Kronospan chairman, 
said he was “surprised” by the National 
Trust’s stance on the expansion, as it has 
no direct impact on Chirk Castle and its 
gardens. He said: “As far as we are con¬ 
cerned the planning inspector will have 
considered all the representations made in 
respect of the application for the melamine 
faced building before making the decision 
on our appeal. There is no direct impact 
on the registered park and garden of Chirk 
Castle other than the closed loop extraction 
system on top of the building, and the view 
of this is restricted by the local topography 
and existing vegetation.” 


THE families of young men who lost their 
lives to knife attacks have praised the 
Oswestry-based Save a Life, Surrender 
your Knife campaign. 

The finishing touches are being put to 
the Knife Angel sculpture at the British 
Ironwork Centre at Aston near Oswestry. 
The sculpture is made from 100,000 knives 
donated by UK police forces. 

The sister of 21-year-old Danny Jones, 
from Chirk, who was killed by a single stab 
wound in an incident in Oswestry in 2013 
said the work-of-art by Alfie Bradley was a 
wonderful tribute to all those who had lost 
their lives in knife crime. 

Chelsea Bebbington, 19, said: “We don’t 
want people to forget Danny and this is a 
way of keeping his memory alive. He was 


kind, thoughtful and giving and a great 
older brother.” Artist Mr Bradley said he 
was pleased the sculpture was finished. 
“It has been a long time in the making,” 
he said. Alison Cope was the last person to 
engrave a message on the sculpture. Her 
18-year-old son, Joshua, a rising star in the 
music world, was murdered in 2013. 

She inscribed a simple message ‘Josh 
10.8.95 I love you’, on a blade before the 
sculpture was taken out of the studio to be 
weighed so that an application can be sent 
to see it installed on Trafalgar Square’s 
fourth plinth in London. 

The BBC’s One Show filmed the moment 
the sculpture was taken from the studio to 
be weighed and will feature the project on 
the show tomorrow (Friday).

TOWN 


The future of Welshpool’s 
Bob Jones Memorial Air Show 
is under question after organ¬ 
isers were anxiously left count¬ 
ing the pennies when the event 
was again cruelly struck by bad 
weather on Sunday. Last year’s 
show suffered a big loss when 
heavy rain washed out lots of 
the flying activities and on Sun¬ 
day high winds and squally 
showers again meant some of 
the displays were forced to stay 
firmly on the ground. The an¬ 
nual show is held in memory of 
my old schoolfriend Bob Jones, 
founder of the Mid Wales Airport 
at Welshpool. He died in a tragic 
flying accident in the hills above 
Welshpool after seeing his dream 
of developing the airport come 
to fruition. The show is organ¬ 
ised by Welshpool Town Council 
in conjunction with Bob’s fam¬ 
ily and flying enthusiasts but 
costs of staging the event have 
soared since new legislation 
was imposed following the vin¬ 
tage jet crash at Shoreham Air 
Show back in 2015 which killed 
11 people and seriously injured 
another 16. The event made a 
comfortable profit in 2015 after 
thousands were diverted from 
a packed Cosford Air Show to 
Welshpool but suffered losses in 
2016 and despite cutting operat¬ 
ing costs Sunday’s bad weather 
may mean organisers having to 
take a difficult decision about the 
future. Many air shows across 
the country have been scrapped 
because of health and safety and 
rising insurance costs and mem¬ 
bers of Welshpool Town Council 
will soon be asked if they wish 
to continue taking the risk of 
backing the event. Without the 
town council’s support and or¬ 
ganising skills it is doubtful the 
show could continue but it surely 
shouldn’t keep flying at any cost 
to the town’s council tax payers. 

Welshpool’s councillors are 
to be applauded after, almost 
unanimously, voting to reject 
the opportunity to claim out-of- 
pocket expenses for serving on 
the authority - a decision which 
could have cost the taxpayer up 
to £97,000 a year. After hearing 
that the Independent Remunera¬ 
tion Panel For Wales had point¬ 
ed out that councillors could be 
able to claim for unlimited loss of 
earnings members angrily reject¬ 
ed any idea of lining their pock¬ 
ets - only one member support¬ 
ing the idea. 

I love it when common sense 
prevails - as it did when help¬ 
ing to ensure that a successful 
“proms in the park” event was 
allowed to go ahead at The Brit¬ 
ish Ironworks near Oswestry on 
Saturday. Guests had been in¬ 
vited to enjoy the event only for 
organisers to discover an over¬ 
night closure of the A5 would 
leave both the audience and per¬ 
formers stranded. Luckily boss¬ 
es at Highways England put the 
works on-hold for 24 hours. Now 
that’s what I call a result.

Roadside litter is taking 
its toll on our countryside 


Roadside litter is a rising 
problem which threatens 
to ruin the countryside. 
KAREN COMPTON reports 


A NEW survey carried out by 
Keep Wales Tidy has revealed 
the staggering cost of roadside 
litter in Wales. 

Litter on our roads, thrown from 
cars or accumulated from vehicles, 
workers or other means is a blight 
on our otherwise beautiful land¬ 
scape in Wales. 

It has a particularly high visual im¬ 
pact which is reflected in the significant 
amount of complaints and concerns 
received on the issue by Welsh Govern¬ 
ment, Local Authorities and from Keep 
Wales Tidy’s own network of Litter 
champions across Wales. 

Roadside litter is difficult and often 
dangerous to clear, and represents a 
significant cost to the taxpayer. The es¬ 
timated cost of collecting and disposing 
of the litter is around £3.5 million a year. 
However, this figure does not include the 
additional economic impact of road clo¬ 
sures and traffic congestion - both inev¬ 
itable results of trying to clean-up these 
areas. 

Keep Wales Tidy’s all Wales survey on 
roadside litter is the first of its kind and 
involved every local authority as well as 
both Trunk Road Agencies in Wales. 

Ninety per cent of those surveyed said 
they thought that plastic drinks bottles 
are the most common litter type found 
on our roadsides, followed closely by fast 
food packaging (85 per cent). 

Increased car use has coincided with 
the propensity for many of us to con¬ 
sume food and drink ‘on the go’. A sand¬ 
wich, crisps or a snack bar and a bottle to 
drink is many people’s lunch, consumed 
in transit as we travel from one place to

another for work or doing the school 
pick up. 

Just going about our day to day busi¬ 
ness, we buy and consume numerous 
items which are often high in packag¬ 
ing and then needs to be disposed of. 
Most people do so responsibly, but the 
few that do not cause the litter that we 
see so often strewn around laybys, road¬ 
sides and junctions. 

Roadside litter is particularly prob¬ 
lematic to collect; there is a genuine 
health and safety issue due to the prox¬ 
imity of high-speed traffic. This may 
necessitate lane closures, the use of 
crash barriers and additional signage 
and therefore some agencies carry out 
litter picking at night, with a view to 
having the least impact on traffic. Con¬ 
sequently, the cost of such operations 
can be substantial. 


In the period from 2013/14 to Au¬ 
gust 2016 there were 34 accidents or 
injuries to workers whilst carrying out 
their duties. Fortunately, no fatalities 
have been recently recorded in Wales 
but there has been a death of Highways 
England traffic worker this year whilst 
undertaking roadworks on the Ml. 

Many of those surveyed suggested 
that legislation should be changed to 
ensure littering from vehicles is on a 
par with other driving offences, which 
places the burden of proof on the driver. 
This has recently been introduced 
through the ASBCP Act (2014) in Eng¬ 
land but does not extend to Wales. 

Keep Wales Tidy’s roadside litter 
report looks at how the issue has been 
tackled around the world and outlines 
a number of recommendations. These 
include greater collaboration with busi¬ 


nesses and driving associations, ‘adopt 
a road’ schemes, as well as targeted an¬ 
ti-litter campaigns. 

Jemma Bere, policy manager for Keep 
Wales Tidy said: “Litter is a blight on 
our streets and communities and costs 
us dearly, whether environmentally, 
economically or socially, the impacts are 
far-reaching. 

“All litter is an avoidable problem and 
education, enforcement, engagement 
and policy and legislation all have a 
part to play. However, roadside litter is 
more complex in nature and campaigns 
require careful thought and targeting. 
We are currently exploring options with 
Welsh Government and local authori¬ 
ties, and will be trialling some solutions 
in the near future.” 

Currently no Welsh local authorities 
are carrying out specific roadside litter 
campaigns with the exception of Cardiff 
who are targeting enforcement on road¬ 
sides as part of their wider anti-litter 
campaign. 

All local authorities had highlighted 
litter campaigns through local press al¬ 
though opinions were split as to whether 
this had a significant impact on the 
ground. 

Tackling behaviour should be the 
main driver for reducing the problem of 
roadside litter, particularly as there has 
been little concerted effort to address 
this problem at scale. 

Other solutions may include tighten¬ 
ing up legislation so a registered keeper 
of a vehicle should be held responsible 
for littering from that vehicle and a fixed 
penalty notice should be issued. The re¬ 
port also recommends referrals for of¬ 
fenders with awareness courses similar 
to those for speeding motorists intro¬ 
duced. Getting businesses and groups to 
sponsor an area could also be considered 
as well as a deposit return scheme for 
drinks containers and taxes on highly 
littered food items.

Examination 
of business 
park site to 
be carried out 

AN archaeological examination is to 
be carried out on the site of a pro¬ 
posed business park that was used as 
a Prisoner of War camp in the First 
World War. 

Shropshire Council has confirmed 
that the planned 60-acre Oswestry 
Innovation Park, located just off the 
Mile End roundabout, was used as a 
Prisoner of War camp for a number 
of years. 

The site is earmarked as a “key 
future employment site” by the local 
authority, and recently deputy leader 
Councillor Steve Charmley pledged 
that work would start on it before the 
end of the year. 

But further evaluation has to be 
carried out before work can start, the 
council says. 

Gemma Davies, Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil’s head of economic growth, said: 
“In view of the potential archaeolog¬ 
ical significance of land within the 
proposed development site, a desk- 
based heritage assessment has been 
completed to inform the development 
considerations and site constraints. 

“The site was used for a period of 
time as a Prisoner of War camp, and 
therefore the report recommends that 
further held evaluation takes place to 
locate and assess the extent, survival 
and significance of any archaeological 
remains for this locally important her¬ 
itage asset. 

“This further evaluation is part of 
the next detailed stages, and will en¬ 
able an informed planning decision to 
be made regarding the archaeological 
implications and any actions or miti¬ 
gation required. It’s important to note 
that the potential development of the 
site is still in the preparation stage, 
and we will be carrying out further 
full site investigations as part of the 
planning application. 

“Oswestry Innovation Park is a key 
future employment site, as set out in 
the SAMDev.”

A GIRL’S school near Oswestry 
is bringing terrorism response 
training into the classroom in the 
light of recent attacks. 

With a packed programme of sum¬ 
mer activities planned, including visits 
to crowded centres and attractions in 
cities such as Birmingham and Liver¬ 
pool, Adcote School at Little Ness, has 
decided to act now to prepare girls for 
potentially life-threatening situations. 

The school says it is taking sensible steps 
to educate the students, make them aware 
of recent events and know what steps they 
need to ensure they are safe. 

Lou Hudson, head of student wellbeing, 
said: “In the light of the recent tragic events 
in Manchester and London, the school is 
now looking to deliver pragmatic advice on 
how to behave should attacks occur. 

“Clearly, our girls have been affected by 
the recent events and we feel very strongly 
that is the right thing to do to prepare 
them, both in practical terms, but also psy¬ 
chologically, for a possible terrorist attack. 
It goes without saying that we would much 
rather not have to be doing this, but such is 
the world these girls are now inheriting, we 
need to be proactive and future-looking and 
seek to adapt to the reality of 21st century 
terrorism here on British soil.” 

She said the school was following guide¬ 
lines set by the gov.uk website and Citize- 
nAID such as the ‘run/hide/tell’ advice, as 
well as recognising and reporting suspi¬ 
cious activity and items. 

Adcote is also using personal, social and 
health education lessons to talk to pupils 
who may want to discuss the recent trau¬ 
matic events.

Dozens caught in 
road campaign 

MORE than 40 drivers were caught 
during the first week of a summer 
drink and drug-driving campaign by 
the police force which covers Shrop¬ 
shire. 

Officers from West Mercia Police 
have been out in force as they look to 
stamp out dangerous driving. 

Drivers have been warned that they 
could face prison if caught drunk or 
on drugs while they are behind the 
wheel. The campaign was launched on 
June 1 and officers covering the West 
Mercia region have already caught 
24 drivers who were over the drink- 
drive limit, while 21 others failed a 
drug-driving test. 

Police say drink and drug driving 
typically increases during the summer 
as more people go out drinking for 
longer in the warmer weather. The 
force, which is aiming to raise aware¬ 
ness of the consequences and impact 
of driving under the influence of alco¬ 
hol and drugs, is also putting out two 
hard-hitting videos on its social media 
channels. 

Carer in court 
over fraud claim 

A CARE home manager accused of 
defrauding a resident to the tune of 
nearly £5,000 has appeared in court to 
face the allegations. 

Cherie Reynolds, of Ashgrove Res¬ 
idential Home, in Oswestry, faces a 
total of 22 offences of theft and fraud 
between July 2015 and October 2016. 

She appeared at Telford Magistrates 
Court on Monday this week where no 
plea was given. 

District Judge Nigel Cadbury com¬ 
mitted the case to Shrewsbury Crown 
Court where it will next be heard next 
month. 

Reynolds, of Church Lane, St Mar¬ 
tins, was granted conditional bail by 
the court. 

The case relates to allegations that 
cash totalling £4,837 was missing 
from the account of a late resident. 


Project aims to unearth 
the mysteries of castle 

Report by Naomi Penrose 

A PROJECT has been launched 
to find out more about a 700-year- 
old castle and its grounds. 

Even after seven centuries Chirk 
Castle and its landscape on the Shrop¬ 
shire border still holds many myster¬ 
ies. 

In a bid to unearth those mysteries, the 
National Trust is now working to try to 
learn more about the castle’s largely hid¬ 
den past. 

It has launched a two-month communi¬ 
ty-led pilot project to find out more about 
the site. 

Project volunteers will be busily carrying 
out non-invasive archaeological techniques 
to try to understand some of the secrets 
surrounding the castle. 

This will include looking at old maps to 
see if there are any clues to lost buildings 
and features in the landscape, field walk¬ 
ing to look for lumps and bumps in the 
areas surrounding the castle and carrying 
out a geophysical survey, which can pick 
up features such as buried walls, to try to 
understand more about the archaeology of 
the castle. 

Kathy Laws, an archaeologist with the 
National Trust, said: “This is such an ex¬ 
citing opportunity for volunteers here at 
Chirk Castle. These sites still have so much 
to tell us and this project is hopefully the 
start of a longer term project to delve into 
the archaeology of this fascinating castle.” 

The hope is that this pilot project will 
lead to a larger community archaeology 
project at Chirk Castle in coming years so 
that staff, volunteers and visitors can get 
involved to help unravel some of the linger¬ 
ing mysteries of Chirk Castle.

MORE women are wanted to 
train as on-call firefighters 
by Shropshire Fire and Res¬ 
cue Service which is holding 
another “taster day” on Sat¬ 
urday. 

Women who live within five 
minutes of one of Shropshire’s 23 
fire stations are invited to attend 
the session at Oswestry Fire Sta¬ 
tion from 9.30am until 12.30pm 
to see what life is like as a fire¬ 
fighter. 

There are currently vacancies for 
on-call firefighters at stations in 
Baschurch, Church Stretton, Clun, 
Bishop’s Castle, Oswestry and Min- 
sterley but recruits are constantly 
needed at all of the county fire sta¬ 
tions. 

More women are becoming county 
firefighters with a continuing cam¬ 
paign over the past few years by 
Shropshire Fire and Rescue Service to 
raise awareness and encourage more 
female recruits. 

There are 26 women firefighters in 
Shropshire, eight in wholetime roles 
at fire stations in Shrewsbury, Telford 
and Wellington fire stations and 18 on 
call from the county’s rural stations. 

At the latest taster day in Oswestry 
visitors will be shown around fire ap¬ 
pliances, put on fire kit and try out 
breathing apparatus under instruction 
from the Oswestry crew.

A GROUP of NHS North West 
experts - including a special¬ 
ist team at Oswestry Ortho¬ 
paedic Hospital - has been 
awarded ‘Network of Excel¬ 
lence’ status for its care of 
people with neuromuscular 
conditions.

Sunny sills great for growing 


Commercial feature 

You don’t need a vegetable patch to 
start growing - just a home with a 
sunny windowsill. 

So says Guy Barter, RHS chief horticultural 
adviser, who is joining his colleagues in trying 
to encourage newcomers to grow plants. 

Guy and his RHS pals have been growing 
all sorts of things on their own windowsills, 
to prove that it’s possible to create an edible 
indoor veg patch. 

So, what have they been growing? 

Microgreens have been very popular. 

The modern equivalent of mustard and cress, 
now a wider range of seedlings are grown, 
including basil, beetroot, carrot, celery, dill, 
kohlrabi, leek, perilla (from the mint family) and 
Swiss chard. 

Ideally use seed sold for microgreens as this 
will germinate well and evenly, and will be free 
of any unwanted materials. 

If in doubt, rinse seed well in several changes 
of fresh water before sowing. 

Or how about clippings? 

Tops and bottoms discarded when preparing 
supermarket vegetables can be planted in 
pots of peat-free potting compost, suspended 
in water or placed on damp kitchen towel in 
a seed tray or plastic box, and kept in a light 
place at room temperature. 

Or you could try pumpkin sprouts. 

Pumpkin seed sprouts are among the 
quickest “crop” you can grow. Ideally use 
hull-less or naked pumpkin seed such as Baby 
Bear. Most pumpkin seeds have a hard seed 
coat, requiring you to “shell” the seed. Soak 
them in water for up to four hours at 16C to 18C 
and consume the softened seeds.

Go-ahead to 
remove block 
on canal work 

REMOVAL of one of the last obstacles 
to the restoration of the Montgomery 
Canal in Shropshire has been given the 
go-ahead. 

Shropshire County Council has ap¬ 
proved plans for a railway embankment, 
which crosses the Montgomery Canal at 
Railway Bridge 89 at Pant near Oswestry, 
to be taken away. 

The Montgomery Waterway Resto¬ 
ration Trust has embarked on a major 
phase of reopening the canal all the way 
from Lower Frankton near Ellesmere to 
Newtown. 

It wants to get rid of the embankment 
and reinstate the bridge. 

Council officers said that at present 
an embankment crossed the canal, cre¬ 
ating an abrupt barrier to any restora¬ 
tion works as well as for people trying 
to use the line of the towpath for leisure 
purposes. “The plan is to remove the 
embankment across the line of the canal 
down to the canal towpath level. The ex¬ 
cavation of the channel will take place at 
a later date when the full restoration is 
carried out,” the report said. “The em¬ 
bankment was put in place in order to 
enable the route of a railway line, this is 
no longer in place and unlikely to be re¬ 
introduced.” 

About 50 per cent of the 35-mile long 
canal has already been restored. 

With the help of volunteers and the 
Canal and Rivers Trust, work on the 
next stage, funded by the Heritage Lot¬ 
tery, should be completed by 2020. It will 
see a further one-and-a-quarter miles of 
the canal and a ‘winding hole’ reopen to 
Crickheath. It will also improve access to 
the canal, create new nature reserves and 
improve almost four miles of towpath be¬ 
tween Welshpool and Llanymynech. 

Johnson gets 
election wrong 

FOREIGN Secretary Boris Johnson 
backed Theresa May’s leadership of the 
Conservative Party by citing success in 
the Clwyd South constituency - the seat 
of Labour’s Susan Elan Jones. 

The Conservative MP made the mis¬ 
take in a piece he had written for an on¬ 
line article. 

In the piece Mr Johnson wrote: “I am 
delighted to see that we Tories have just 
won Clwyd South - the seat where I was 
first defeated in the great Blair landslide 
of 1997.” 

In fact Labour MP Mrs Jones beat 
Conservative candidate Simon Baynes in 
Thursday’s election by 4,356 votes - gain¬ 
ing a total of 19,002 votes in total. The 
seat covers areas near Oswestry including 
Chirk. 

The incorrect line was later removed 
with the Foreign Secretary instead sim¬ 
ply saying: “Yes, he (Jeremy Corbyn) 
picked up Kensington - but then he also 
lost Mansfield.” 

Mr Johnson faced a Twitter backlash 
following his error and Mrs Jones was 
quick to retaliate to the inaccuracy, re¬ 
ferring to it as “tripe”. 

On Sunday night she tweeted: “Memo 
to @BorisJohnson - you may be “de¬ 
lighted” to see the Tories have won Clwyd 
South: slight factual problem, you didn’t 
#BorisJohnson. ” 

Pig scheme is 
established

The application window has now 
opened and four finalists will be selected 
and will be provided with five weaners 
each. Competitors will also have the op¬ 
portunity to take part in an exclusive car¬ 
case competition later in the year. 

Support and training will be provided 
to develop the skills required to establish, 
manage and develop this new venture.

CONSERVATIVES Owen Pater¬ 
son and Glyn Davies were cele¬ 
brating again on Thursday last 
week after they both retained 
their seats in the House of Com¬ 
mons at the General Election. 

Mr Paterson had already served 
North Shropshire since 1997 and last 
week secured another five years as the 
constituency’s Member of Parliament. 

Mr Paterson, a former cabinet member, 
ensured the victory with 33,642 votes, 
ahead of Labour’s Graeme Currie in second 
place with 17,287 votes. 

The result saw him increase the number 
of votes he received from 27,041 in 2015. 

Tom Thornhill of the Liberal Democrats 
received 2,948 votes and Duncan Kerr of 
the Green Party got 1,722. 

The turnout for the constituency was 
69.22 per cent, up from 67.6 per cent in 
2015. 

Glyn Davies retained the Montgomery¬ 
shire seat, taking more than 50 per cent of 
the vote share. 

Mr Davies took 18,075 of the votes, up 
from his total in 2015 of 15,204. 

The Liberal Democrats had hoped to 
regain one of its former party strongholds 
but instead lost more votes, with candidate 
Jane Dodds securing 8,790 votes, compared 
to 9,879 in 2015. 

But Labour was the real shock of the 
seat, with 22-year-old candidate Iwan Wyn 
Jones securing 5,542 votes, compared to 
Martyn Singleton’s 1,900 in 2015. 

Overall the Montgomeryshire turnout 
was 71.82 per cent, translating to 34,967 
voters out of a possible 48,690. 

The turnout was up from the 2015 elec¬ 
tion, which stood at 69.3 per cent.

Wide range 
of substances 
used in attacks 

SUBSTANCES ranging from hot onions 
to weed killer have been used in attacks 
in Oswestry, figures have revealed. 

A Freedom of Information request has 
revealed other substances such as lighter 
fluid, hot water, acid and petrol have been 
used in attacks in the West Mercia Police 
area. 

In Ludlow there was one case of bleach 
being thrown, while West Mercia Police 
said there were 20 substance attacks in 
Telford between April 1, 2012 and May 
31, 2017 - the highest in the force area. 

The injuries reported ranged from red¬ 
dening to second degree burns and blis¬ 
ters. 

The town with the second highest 
number of noxious substance attacks was 
Redditch, with 19 attacks, then Shrews¬ 
bury with 17 reports of attacks. 

In Shrewsbury the substances used in 
the reported attacks ranged from burning 
rubber, acid, bath water, CS gas, petrol 
and lighter fluid. 

The reported injuries included burning 
and reddening, temporary loss of sight, 
severe burns and blisters. 

Elsewhere in Shropshire, there were 
two reports in Bridgnorth, in these cases 
one was a drink and one was hot water. 

In Broseley there has been one case of 
tea being thrown. There were three re¬ 
ports in Ellesmere, which were alcohol, 
antiseptic and hot water. Chilli liquid 
and hot water were two cases reported 
in Market Drayton, while in Newport 
bleach was reported to have been used 
in an attack. Hot onions and weed killer 
were noxious substances used in attacks 
in Oswestry. 

Lighter fluid was the substance used in 
the only reported noxious substance at¬ 
tack in Whitchurch.

Fringe has a 
real bright idea 

A DERELICT building is to be lit up as 
part of celebrations for the 20th anniver¬ 
sary of Llangollen Fringe Festival. 

On display throughout the festival, the 
project, entitled ‘Ars Magna Lucis - The 
Art Of Great Light’, will see the Old Ber¬ 
wyn Works building converted into a lan¬ 
tern that will overlook the town. 

Fringe artist Alec Shepley looks at re¬ 
imagining this redundant relic of the in¬ 
dustrial age, converting it into, in his own 
words, ‘a lantern-space - a giver of light’. 

Using especially constructed LED light 
boxes made on site in the town, six of the 
building’s classical 1930’s windows will 
be illuminated to create an ever changing 
palette of coloured light, emanating from 
the shell of the former brewery and print 
works every night during the course of 
the festival. 

The ‘Ars Magna Lucis’ event will be 
on display from July 15 to July 23 with a 
special switch-on event, taking place near 
the bandstand at Riverside Park in Llan¬ 
gollen at 10.30pm on July 15. 


Full steam ahead for station as trust secures £ 128 k

A STEAM railway has won a £128,000 grant to 
help build a station. 

The Llangollen Railway Trust will use the 
Welsh Government’s rural communities fund¬ 
ing for the station at Corwen, the new end of 
the Dee Valley line. 

It will create an island platform at the Cor¬ 
wen Central station site where a volunteer 
work force, aided by contractors, has re-en¬ 
gineered the disused railway embankment to 
accommodate a new rail terminal. 

The 160-metre long platform will allow an 


eight-coach passenger train to be accommo¬ 
dated on one side and a smaller six coach train 
on the other, to maximise passenger numbers 
travelling on the Llangollen Railway. 

It will be close to the town’s car park and bus 
interchange and Corwen town centre. 

There will also be facilities for steam trains 
to be serviced and engines to ‘run round’ the 
carriages in the traditional manner, at the end 
of a 10-mile journey from Llangollen. 

Project leader, Richard Dixon-Gough, said: 
“The availability of this funding from the 


Welsh Government ensures that work on the 
site can continue throughout the summer to 
provide a completed platform around which a 
loop line will be laid. 

“This will allow for the eventual connection 
through to the current railhead at the Dwyrain 
Corwen East temporary platform and ease ac¬ 
cess from and to trains which currently termi¬ 
nate here.” Chairman of Llangollen Railway 
Trust, Peter Lund, added: “The Welsh Gov¬ 
ernment’s financial support for this project is 
most welcome as a boost to the challenge which 


the project represents. Together with other re¬ 
sources which Llangollen Railway must supply, 
the end is in sight for the completion of the 
rebuilding of the railway through the area of 
outstanding natural beauty that is the Dee Val¬ 
ley. As with other towns which have benefitted 
from being reconnected to a heritage railway, 
we expect the return of train services to the 
centre of Corwen to have a big tourism impact 
on the fortunes of this historic centre for North 
Wales and an increase in the passenger num¬ 
bers using the train services.”

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Idina's full of glee 
at going on tour 


S he’s the star of one of 
the biggest films of all 
time.

Maybe it’s because I do eight shows a week in 
theatre and I thirst for that little thing that changes it up 
from day to day. I’m not afraid of that. If somebody calls 
out in a lovingly heckling voice, I’m like, ‘OK, what did you 
say?’ I want to talk about it. 

“The other night, the band started playing ‘Brick 
House’ because I thought somebody said, ‘You look like 
a brick house’. I don’t know what they said. It was: ‘You 
look beautiful’ or something. But I had my ear monitors 
in. I said, ‘What? I look like a brick house?’ And the next 
thing you know, we’re playing Brick House.”

E ive years ago guitar legend 
and Game of Thrones star 
Wilko Johnson was told 
he had terminal pancreatic 
cancer. 

Next month he will be strutting his stuff 
niversary Llangollen Fringe Festival, having 
defied the medics and having had life-saving surgery.

The deal is the seventh to have been 
struck by Kinaxia Logistics since it was 
formed in 2012, and is expected to help 
strengthen the brand in the Midlands 
and Wales. It already owns operations in 
Stalybridge and Macclesfield in Cheshire, 
and Rugby in Warwickshire but has not 
previously invested in Shropshire. The 
figure paid has not been disclosed. 

Maiden’s itself was formed in 1931, and 
now works across three areas of business 
- general haulage, pallet distribution, and 
warehousing and storage. It now runs a 


fleet of 75 commercial vehicles and 140 
trailers. 

Its distinctive red lorries have become a 
familiar sight on the roads of Shropshire. 

John Maiden, managing director of 
Maiden’s of Telford, said: “We are very 
pleased to be joining Kinaxia Logistics 
as this gives us a great opportunity to 
maintain the strong family values and 
customer service levels that have been 
developed over the last 86 years whilst 
providing a secure future for the business. 

“We are excited about growing our busi¬ 
ness within the wider Kinaxia family.” 

The latest acquisition takes the total 
number of staff employed at Kinaxia to 
900, with a total turnover of £75 million 
a year.

Raise a glass to the 
best of English wines 


WHEN Champagne magnate 
Pierre-Emmanuel Taittinger in¬ 
spects his grape harvest this 
year, all eyes will be on his latest 
plot of land. 

Not just because the former orchard 
he purchased two years ago is about to 
produce its first grapes - but because it 
is in England. 

Taittinger is the first Champagne house 
to grow grapes in the UK, and it is likely 
his decision will be closely watched by other 
wine growers around the world. 

After decades as being seen as the poor 
relation to the better-known wine produc¬ 
ing countries such as France and Italy, Eng¬ 
lish wines are finally being taken seriously 
both at home and abroad. 

Warmer weather and improved produc¬ 
tion technique have transformed English 
wines in recent years, and the fact that a 
famous Champagne house such as Tait¬ 
tinger has seen fit to invest in these shores 
is a huge vote of confidence in what is still 
essentially a cottage industry. 

Robert Boutflower of Shrewsbury-based 
wine merchant Tanners, says English spar¬ 
kling wine in particular is able to compete 
with the best that other European countries 
can produce. He points out that the trend 
towards warmer weather in recent years 
has allowed the English regions to grow the 
noble grapes such as pinot noir and char- 
donnay, more traditionally associated with 
France and the production of Champagne. 

And he says the chalky soils and 
south-facing slopes of southern England are 
essentially the same as those found in the 
Champagne region of north-east France. 

“We are in a position now to grow wines 
that approach the quality which can be 
found in Champagne,” says Mr Boutflower, 
choosing his words carefully. 

And he adds that while growers in Shrop¬ 
shire and the West Midlands do not enjoy 
quite the same benefits as those further 
south, he says there are many wine produc¬ 
ers in the region which are now growing 
excellent wines. 

Mr Boutflower singles out the Rodington

vineyard, just outside Telford, for particular 
praise, saying that its Blue Tractor wine, 
which used Solaris grapes, is worthy of spe¬ 
cial mention. 

“The Rodington vineyard has only been 
planted five or six years ago, and it is al¬ 
ready making a seriously good white, It 
took a silver medal last year in an interna¬ 
tional wine competition for its 2014 vintage, 
and it deserved to do so. It is such a good, 
well-balanced wine,” he says. 

Other successful vineyards in the area 
include Wroxeter Roman Vineyard and 
Halfpenny Green at Bobbington in Staf¬ 
fordshire, both of which have been operat¬ 
ing for more than a quarter of a century and 
have picked up numerous awards. 

But he says that the newer vineyards 
have the advantage of being able to grow 
newer grape varieties, such as Solaris, 
which was first developed in 1975. 

Difficulty 

He says the one difficulty that English 
wine producers have traditionally suffered 
from has been that the summer is not suf¬ 
ficiently long or warm enough to allow the 
grapes to fully ripen. 

But that is less of a problem with spar¬ 
kling wines, which tend to work well with 
younger grapes. 

The unpredictable nature of the British 
climate can still throw a spanner in the 
works though. Mr Boutflower says this 
year’s harvest is likely to be much smaller 
than that previously due to a frost which 
struck in March. 

“Whether it impacts on the quality will 
depend on what sort of weather we have 
over the summer,” he says. 

And while English wines can now com¬ 
pete on quality with the best in Europe, 
price is still a problem. Because the UK is 
still a minnow in the wine-producing world, 
it cannot enjoy the economies of scale en¬ 
joyed by the bigger producers.

Ford has taken one of the best cars it has 
ever made - the Fiesta ST - and improved 
it. More power, new suspension and 
improved steering have all been added to 
the already impressive mix, and let’s make 
no bones about it, the result is absolutely 
epic. 

You actually have to be a little bit of an 
anorak to differentiate the ST200 from the 
standard ST, because they actually look 
pretty much identical. Both get the same wide 
honeycomb grille and the same oversized roof 
spoiler, but there is one big giveaway. 

That Storm Grey paint job is your only option 
when it comes to picking out your ST200, and 
as you can’t have it on a normal ST, it’s a bit 
of a tell-tale. It’ll certainly draw the attention of 
any boy racer who knows his cars, although 
whether that’s good or bad is a matter of 
opinion. When said boy racer does come 
snooping, though, he’ll spot a few subtler 
features than the paintwork. Those black 
alloys, for example, are model-specific, as are 
the red brake calipers that lurk behind. 

Inside, there’s another big clue in the 
shape of the massive ST200 badge that sits 
proudly on the centre console, while the more 
knowledgeable observer might also spot the 
grey trim on the supportive Recaro seats. 

Because the ST200 is just a Fiesta, it comes 
with all the practicality of a normal 1.0-litre 
EcoBoost. Room in the front is plentiful, but 
adults wouldn’t want to sit in the back for too 
long, thanks to a spine-twisting lack of rear 
headroom. In truth, though, rear passenger 
space is an issue for most of the Fiesta’s 
rivals, so it’s unfair to criticise too much. 

The Fiesta’s boot space is relatively 
competitive, too, if not quite on a par with the

class leaders. At 290 litres, it’s far larger than 
that of the Polo GTI and just two litres smaller 
than the Seat Ibiza Cupra’s luggage bay. 

To drive, the Fiesta ST is brilliant, but the 
ST200 is on another planet. Let’s deal with 
the speed first, because we can quantify that. 
As the name suggests, the ST200’s 1.6-litre 
turbocharged engine produces 200 metric 
horsepower, or 197bhp, which represents 
an 18bhp increase compared with the basic 
ST. It’s more complicated than that, though, 
because a transient overboost function 
means 212bhp is actually available for short 
periods. 

The result is a 0-62mph time of 6.7 seconds 
and a top speed of 143mph. It may not sound 
like a big improvement on the ST - a car only 
two-tenths slower to 62mph and just 4mph 
behind at full chat - but the ST200 does feel 
much meatier thanks to increased torque and 
shortened gear ratios. 

It sounds great, too, thanks to some glorious 
whooshes from the turbo wastegate when 
changing gear and a twin exhaust that 
produces a fruity bubble when the pedal’s 


depressed even slightly. More impressive, 
though, is the way this car goes around 
corners. The steering weight is almost 
perfect, the balance is sublime and body roll 
is controlled in just the right measure. You’ve 
got plenty of grip, too. If you want to enjoy any 
one of the world’s greatest driving roads, this 
is the car to do it in. 

It’s still pretty capable if all you want to do 
is get to work, though. The ride is firm and 
informative without being too uncomfortable, 


and you’ve got all the usual practicalities 
of the Fiesta. Ford even claims it’ll manage 
46mpg if you’re careful, but if you’ve bought 
an ST200, the chances are you won’t be 
careful at all. 

The ST200 is an incredible piece of kit, but 
it isn’t cheap. It’ll set you back £22,745, which 
is more than enough to buy you a reasonably 
well-equipped Focus. In fact, it’s the same 
price as the basic Focus ST-1. 

That means that for the same money you 


could have something that’s two-tenths faster 
to 62mph, breaks the 150mph barrier and 
offers more practicality. 

Alternatively, you could save about £3,000 
and buy a really well-equipped Fiesta ST-3, 
which would be just as practical and only 
slightly slower than the 200. 

Doing that, though, would leave you in the 
knowledge that one day, maybe years from 
now, you’ll be overtaken by an ST200 and 
you’ll wonder what might have been.

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Kia puts

You may think the Kia Picanto is the car 
most likely to be driven by your granny, and 
you’d be right. But now the manufacturer is 
looking to ditch that blue-rinse image and 
target a younger age group with its suitably 
spiced-up city car. 

Designed to attract youthful buyers, the 
refreshed model teams sporty looks with 
a more focused driving style to woo young 
professionals to part with their cash. But are 
the tweaks enough? 

Well, there’s no doubt Kia has worked hard 
to liven things up. There’s an extended ‘tiger 
nose’ grille, the likes of which we’ve seen 
spread across the maker’s range, smart LED 
driving lights and a large air intake at the front. 

Double wheel arches add some flair at the 
sides, while a ‘shark’ antenna-which initially 
made an appearance on BMWs - has filtered 
down to the city car segment for the first time. 
What’s more, for added sportiness, the GT- 
Line specification gets some random red trim 
- because nothing says sporty like added red 
inserts - and a twin-tipped exhaust. 

Kia even went as far as describing the new 
design as ‘sexy’ in their launch presentation. 
Perhaps our definition of sexy is slightly at 
odds with Kia’s, but we get what they’re trying 
to achieve. Sort of. 

The Picanto is Kia’s second best-selling 
model in the UK after the Sportage, so the 
third generation model has a huge weight on 
its shoulders to perform. 

As it’s predominantly bought as a second 
car by more mature buyers, Kia thinks the 
new tech - such as wireless charging for your 
mobile, parking camera and Apple CarPlay - 
will tempt younger, first-time car buyers. 

At just 3.6 metres Kia has managed to eke 
out a little more cabin space by increasing the 


wheelbase and reducing the front overhang. 
Up front you’ll sit shoulder to shoulder with 
your passenger, but there’s ample leg room 
and the driving position’s comfortable. 

Autonomous emergency braking - which 
warns then stops you if it senses a crash - 
as well as a smart torque vectoring system 
that improves handling by braking individual 
wheels are also available. 

Three engine options are offered - a 1.0-litre, 
67bhp, 89g/km, three-cylinder; a 1.2-litre, 
84bhp, 104g/km four-cylinder, and a 1.0-litre 


turbocharged, lOObhp version of the three- 
cylinder. 

Our pick - but only just - would be the 
1.2-litre, which hits 60mph in 12 seconds, tops 
out at 107mph and returns 61.4mpg. It’s mildly 
spicier than the entry-level option and just a 
tad more fun. 

Manual and automatic options are available 
across the range. 

It’s behind the wheel where the Picanto will 
divide opinion. Older buyers looking for a 
relaxed and comfortable ride will notice the 


improved suspension and the capable way 
it deals with nasty, pot-holed road surfaces. 
However, the sprightly engines, quicker turn in 
and faster steering may make them feel a little 
too hurried behind the wheel. It’s these very 
characters that Kia is hoping younger buyers 
will appreciate. 

Overall, there’s a noticeable improvement 
in both ride and handling, largely thanks to 
reduced weight and stiffer body, but whether 
that’s suitable for you will depend on your 
driving style. 


There’s no doubt the improvements Kia has 
made to the third-generation Picanto have 
sharpened up its looks and driving dynamics. 
In titanium silver or shiny red it’s striking to 
look at too and will likely attract those younger 
buyers who demand cool technology, such as 
Apple CarPlay. 

However, whether these tweaks come at the 
expense of putting off the stalwart Picanto 
buyer - buyers who’d sooner learn Russian 
than work out what on earth torque vectoring 
is - remains to be seen.

CHAMPION rider Rachel Atherton’s hopes of re¬ 
taining her UCI downhill Mountain Bike World 
Cup crown suffered another setback after miss¬ 
ing a second race through injury. 

The Llanrhaeadr ace saw her record breaking 
run come to an end after a dislocated shoulder 
suffered during a practice run in Fort William, 
Scotland kept her on the sidelines. 

And hopes of getting back in the saddle for last 
weekend’s third race in the series in Leogang, 
Austria, were again dashed through the injury - 
leaving the 29-year-old 345 points behind series 
leader Tracey Hannah. 

“I was totally gutted not be racing the third

race of the World Cup in Leogang,” said the for¬ 
mer Marches School pupil. 

“My shoulder was feeling pretty good consid¬ 
ering but just not totally ready to race yet. This 
shoulder has had four previous surgeries after 
many dislocations over my career, the biggest one 
being an axillary nerve graft I had in 2009 after 
being hit by a vehicle on the road bike.” 

Atherton will hope to be fully fit for when the 
UCI World Cup resumes in Vallnord, Andorra on 
the weekend of July 1-2, but now faces a massive 


task if she is to keep hold of her crown. In her 
absence, Tahnee Seagrave won her first ever UCI 
World Cup round in Leogang. 

Before the injury, Atherton - who rides for Trek 
Factory Racing GT - had reeled off a stunning 
14 victories in a row when winning the opening 
round of the 2017 UCI World Cup in France back 
in April. 

The dislocated shoulder ended a dominant run 
that saw her become the first rider to complete 
an unbeaten year when winning all seven rounds 
of the UCI Downhill Mountain Bike World Cup 
last season, as well as claiming the world title for 
a fourth time. 


TNS WAITING 
ON EURO DRAW 
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WELSH Premier high fliers The 
New Saints will learn the iden¬ 
tity of their opponents in this 
summer’s Champions League 
when the draw is made in Swit¬ 
zerland on Monday. 

They will once again be among the five seeded 
teams in the first qualifying round, being along 
with clubs from Northern Ireland, Faroe Islands, 
Malta and Andorra, 

That means they could face opposition from 
San Marino, Kosovo, Armenia, Gibraltar and Es¬ 
tonia in the draw. 

If they reach the second qualifying round, TNS 
will be unseeded, offering the prospect of huge 
ties against Celtic, Bate Borisov, Copenhagen or 
APOEL Nicosia. 

The first round of the qualifiers takes place on 
June 27-28 and the second qualifying round on 
July 4-5. 

There is a new name among the likely rivals 
for the Saints in this year’s first qualifying round 
after KF Trepca ‘89 booked their place in the 
draw when winning the Kosovan Superliga for 
the first time in their history. 

Based in Mitrovica, the club will make its 
debut in European competition, and will be the 
lowest on the unseeded sides in the draw which 
will be made in Switzerland on June 19. 

Also potential opponents are Europa FC of Gi¬ 
braltar who beat Pyunik of Armenia in last year’s 
Europa League, before suffering a 2-0 reverse at 
the hands of Swedish outfit AIK. 

TNS could face a trip to San Marino for the 
second successive season, having beaten Tre 
Penne at the same stage last year. This year’s 
champions are La Fiorita, who made their debut 
in the Europa League in 2013 and the Champions 
League a year later when they lost 8-0 to Levadia 
Tallinn. 

Highest-seeded and most dangerous of the po¬ 
tential opponents are Alashkert from Armenia, 
who caused an upset with an away goals win over 
St Johnstone on their European debut two years 
ago.
